THE CURIOUS FUNERAL CEREMONIES, 


Thienket Superstition —Preparing for Death 
~Providing the Spirit With a 
Square Meal— Feasting.

From the San Francisco Chronicle. 
Among the Indians known asthe Thiinkets, 


southeastern Alaska, the practice of cremation 
is universal, except in the case of shamans, or 
medicine men, whose spirits after death in- 
habit a higher world apart from the common 
herd of slaves who are considered scarcely 
worthy of this distinction. ~ 
At this late day, among a people who have 
no written characters, and whose history has 
been handed down by word of moath, it 1s im- 
possible to trace the origin of this custom 
which has, through long ages, become a reli- 
gious rite, and tradition offers the explana- 
tion that many years since one who had died 
returned from the land of spirits, and, collect- 
ing his people, gave them his experience: 
“When death releases the spirit it goes forth 
to seek the happy hunting land, and slow! 
gropes its way along a narrow, rough trai, 
oyer sharp rocks and through tangled forests 
(on account of which the corpse, when pre- 
vared for cremation, is well clad, the hands and 
eet being protected by moccasins and mittens). 
After a weary journey it comes to the shore of 
a broad, green river, across which, in the far 
distance, are seen people who look scarcely 
larger than mosquitees. To these the -spirit 
calls to send a canoe, but, receiving no answer, 
drops down upon the soft moss and is soon lost 
in sleep. Awakening late and hearing voices 
calling, it sees a canoe approaching from over 
with it to a 


the waters which recrosses 
beautiful. country filled with — Indians 
only. Here are recognized all the old 


friends and brothers who have gone before 
and who now come crowding around with a 
welcome and good word. Those whose bodies 
had been burned were found in the full enjoy- 
ment of their senses, sitting in gee around 
blazing camp fires, feasting on salmon and 
seal with fall boxes of oil and grease, while 
those poor spirits to whom this privilege had 
been denied were lostin misery, shivering 1n 
perpetual cold and want.” 
APPROACHING DEATH. 

The Thlinket believes that shortly before 
death the spirit of some loved friend gone be- 
fore will appear tohim, saying: ‘‘My dear 
brother, or good friend, you can last but a few 
suns longer,and it is best so, for life is but hard ; 
so be ready, for I will come soon to lead your 
spirit to a land where all is happiness.” With 
this assurance the Indian meets death without 
amurmur,and itis notto be wondered at 
when we remember that his whole life is but a 
struggle with nature for existence. 

With the last breath tidings go out to the 
clan, whoassemble with blackened faces to 
mourn the dead,and in former years the nearer 
relatives cutoff thehair. The corpse is now 
dressed in the most valued garment:, the face 
decorated in red and black and placedin a

sitting position with back to the wall, opp6site 
entrance. All the property of the de- 
ceased is now brought and piled on either 
hand—the Thlinket connts his wealth in blank- 
ets, kept stored away in camphor wood orcedar 
Masks, ratiles, robes, guns, hunting

mask in totemic design, brilliant in its inlay- 
ing of holiotis shell and tepped by a semi- 
transparent forest of sea lion whiskers, while 
over the body is thrown a highly ornamental 
blanket, woven from the finer fleece of the 
mountain goat and worked in black, white, 
vellow and blue from old pattern boards that 
have been handed down through generations 
until the designs have become conventional. 
THE CHAMBER OF DEATH. 

For three days the dead remains a Silent 
spectator of household affairs, which have to 
goon much as usual, as a number of families 
live under the same roof. Visitors come and 
go, food is prepared at the common central fire, 
and children toddle about, tumbling over the 
sleeping dogs; but a general air of quiet pre- 
vails until nightfall, when the tribe assemble 
with drum, rattle and dancing sticks, and to 
their measured accompaniment keep time in 
monotonous chant, eulogizing and lamenting 
the dead. 

The scene is weird to a degree, the many 
colored blankets, the blackened faces, the walls 
hung with arms ase! fishing implements, the 
curiously carved and colored house posts, while 
festoons of dried fish and meat depend from 
the roof, and all seen through the fitful flashes 
of the great crackling fire of cedar logs, over 
which at intervals oil is dashed to redouble 
the effect. 

For three nights this scene is repeated, but 
on the third day the wealth of the deceased is 
distributed among the relatives, each one re- 
ceiving a certain portion, as judged by popular 
consent. 

The funeral pyre is now erected directly in 
rear of the house, or on the outskirts of the 
Village, in proximity to the shore. Logs of the 
fragrant yellow cedar are now brought and 
laid upon each other, forming a hollow 
parallelogram seven feet long by three feet 
wide. At a height of from two to three feet 
a flooring of logs is laid, leaving air spaces be- 
tween them, above wiich the walls are con- 
tinued for another foot. Beneath the flooring 
and around the sides kindling and spruce 
knots saturated with gum are placed. 

All being in readiness, on this the fourth 
day, the class assemble, a plank is removed 
from the side or end of the house, 
and through this opening the dead is carried 
on a mat made from the inner bark of the red 
cedar, for itisa strongly rooted superstition 
among these people that should the body pass 
through the doorway that later the death spirit 
would return toclaim more victims. As the 
body is carried out an old woman takes some 
coals and burning fragments from the fire and 
scattered them after it to drive away the spirit. 
of death and cleanse the passageway, and af- 
terward throws out a dog to accompany its 
master’s spirit to the world beyond. 

The procession now makes its way slowly to- 
ward-+the place selected for cremation, and 
when reached the body is deposited on the 
raised flooring of the pyre and a torch applied 
to the resinous splinters, readily igniting the 
whole mass. The women—in full dancing 
habiliments, consisting of a blue-black blank- 
et, laced with red cleth, and ornamented with 
hundreds of mother-of-pearl buttons, fancy 
colored caps or head dresses of rayen or eagle 
feathers, immense ear-rings and nose

keeping time to the chant. This closes the 
funeral ceremonies, which haye now lasted 
throngh four days. The dead may be honored 
again infuture years by a period of dancing 
and feasting, and the rebuilding of a dead- 
house is always a season of ceremonial celebra- 
tion.

One of the crack regiments is named after a 
church, and the regiment worships in that 
church as regularly, and probably more so, 
than it parades in the field, The Greek church 
isthe mother of all churches, The Greek 
speech made the gospel the living voice of the 
min Though it has a magnificent record 
behind it, it isfilled with superstition. The 
Greek church in Russia differs from the 
same church at Constantinople, Jerusalem 
and at Alexandria. The Roman church is an 
absolute monarchy; the Greek an oligarchy. 
The Greek church has no supreme _ pon- 
tiff and was never in the hands of one 
man. Itnever conquered the inhabitants of 
new lands as did the Romans. It has no pow- 
er of assimilation except in Rasgia.. In the 
Greek church the belief is the Holy Ghost 
comes from the Father and not from the Son 
as wellas inthe Romish chureh. The latter 
allows unleavened bread at the Eucharist, the 
former does not. The Greek chureh believes 
in the seven sacraments, as the Romish does, 
but teaches them differently. It believes in 
three immersions of the body at baptism, and 
in annointing the whole body for the recovery 


a 


of the sick; the Romish is satisfied with an- 
nointing the head. In the Greek church an 
infant is baptized and confirmed at the same 


Greek church is kind io the dead, but it does 
not pray much for them. It believes when a 
man is dead his state is fixed. It does not be- 
lieve the Virgin Mary has power with God, but 
treats her with the greatest reverence. It puts 
the open Bible into the hands of everybody. 
The bible is published in modern Russian and 
in Slavonic and all can read it freely. The 
services are made up largely from the litanies 
of St. Chrysostom and Basil. The litanies 
and directions fill about twenty volnines. 


The gospel is read _ publicly. Thé 
preacher attended service in the” great 


Church of the .Redeemer, at Moscow. built 
and lately finished to commemorate the _over- 
throw of Napoleon, and said the scene was a 
magnificeut one. A priest read the litany, ¢ 
sermon was preached and the services lasted 
two hoursandahalf. Everybody, poor and 


rich, nobility and common mortals, clean and 
unclean, had to stand up all this time because 
the churches had no seats. There is a story, 
right hard to believe, that the gospel tloated 
to Russia. Itissaida man was thrown over- 
board in the Tiber. at Rome, with a millstone 
around his neck, and that, thus weighted, he 
floated through the Mediterranean to the Bal- 
tic, and got to Russia. The true story is, the 
gospel got there by the conversion of Vlad- 
imir, a Nerseman, im the year of $26. 
His conversion was hastened by his mar- 
riage. He had all his people converted by 
assembling them on the banks of a river and 
baptizing them without delay. As soon as 
this was done he had the Bible put into his 
own tongue. Russia was the first nation, after 
conversion, to do this. The gospel got its final 
form from Peter the Great, who seems to have 
stamped his individuality Qpon everything in 
Russia. Peter traveled, and all the nations 
he visited tried. to covert him, even’ the Scotch 
Presbyterians; but failed. Peter tried his hand 
on the Gospeland made some changes, The 
Greek church is controlled absolutely by a 
synod, behind which is the ezar. It has more 
power than the pope. The tutor of the present 


ezar is the procurator of this synod. He 
sets his face like flint against’ pro- 
testanism. If this one man <conld 


be converted to Christianity the whole Greek 
church would be changed. There are two 
classes of clergy—the white clergy, secular, 
arg educated, who are compclied to marry, 
ut can marry but once, and the black clergy, 
who can never marry. The church hasa won- 
derfui vitality. In Italy, the preacher said, he 
saw the churches almost deserted. except by 
strangers, but in Russia they were crowded.. 
The people are very religious. Nearly every 
other day is a holiday. There are 111 holy 
days besides Sundays. Three days in every 
week no work is done, and the churches, mag- 
nificent temples, are crowded with men, 
women and children morning, noon and night. 
During the services the people are bowing all 
the time. They are not stillone minute of the 
two hours the service lasis. When there is 
rooin everybody bows down to the marble 
floor. They make the sign of the cross as fast 


pendants, faces blackened, and _ carry- 
ing in the right hand a_ long 
the end decorated with sprigs 
of evergreen and bright streamers—form ina 
half-circle about the head of the pile. The 
men, with dancing sticks and rattles, are | 
grouped on one side. The nearer relatives sit 
about “apm ey erg moaning and waiting. 
The older men lead the chant, or dirge, which 
is joined in by all; and to its slow notes the 
women keep time with the body, swaying from 
side to side and bowing in unison, reminding 
one of the famous sword dance of the 
Bedouins. 

Oftentimes the arms and personal belongings 
of the deceased are thrown on the fire, which, 
by means of long poles, is constantly stirred, 
and the chant contmues until the body is re- 
dnced to ashes and the logs consumed. The 
family collect any remains cf bones and the 
supposed ashes, which are carefully deposited 
in small decorated boxes or trunks covered 
with cedar matiing, corded with spruce roots, 
and finaily placed in deadhouses or family 
vaults directly in rear of the honses. 

CLOSING THE CEREMONIES. 

Every one now returns to the house, where 
a grand feast is spread, consisting of dried sal- 
mon dipped in seal oil, herring spawn, pota- 
toes, rogis, berries, edible vs i shell fish, 
seal meat and tallow from the fat of the wild 
goat of the mountains. Since the establish- 
ment of many trading posts at convenient 
points throughout this section large quantities 
of hardbread, flour, sugar and tea are consumed 
on these festive occasions, and are much rel- 
ished by the natives, who consider that the 
quality of the white man’s food gives him his 
superiority, and, as they express it, is ‘‘skoodum 
(strong) for Indian man.” But dried salmon 


and seal oil will ever remain the Thiinkets 
heart’s delight. 

Food and grease are placed in carved plat- 
ters and consignedto the flames, to sustain 
the deceased spirit on its weary journey. With

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Important Discoveries in a Virginia Mystery 
Made Through an Apparition.

The death of Lem Mercér,a farmer, who 
for vera, years had been a resident of Pleasant 
county, West Virginia, his demise occurring 
about ten days ago, has had the effect of reviv- 
ing, in a most decided manner, local interest in 
a most horrible murder, which, some thirty- 
tive years ago,produced a tremendous sensation 
all along the upper Ohio valley, from Wheel- 
ing to Parkersburg, a distance of nearly one 
hundred miles. 

The crime in question was committed in 


ble, a prosperous citizen, who resided with his 
family a few miles from the town of New Mar- 
tinsville, then as now, the county seat. Gam- 
ble was of a speculative turn of mind and fre- 
uently visited New Martinsville to dispose of 
livestock or whatever else he had to realize 
upon. At such times, after,finding a customer, 
samble would have several hundred dollars in 
his possession, and there were frequent pre- 
dictions, fram the careless manner in which he 
displayed his money when under the infinence 
of liquor, that some day there would bea 
tragedy and that he would be the victim.

Toward dark Gamble conclude 
that he would start for home, and as 
Mereer’s route also lay along the river 
for a mile or so before he turned off 
to go throngh the hills, he told Gamble he 
would accompany him thus far on his journey. 
The two men took one more drink together, 
and then started off along the river road, 
Gamble being more under the influence of 
‘liquor than his companion. Gamble was never 
seen alive afterward. He not arriving at his 
home that night his family and friends the 
next day caused an extended search to be 
made, but all to no purpose. No trace of the 
missing man could be found. Mercer was 
questioned, but he insisted that he left his 
companion at the point their paths diverged, 
and that he had no knowledge whatever of his 
fate. 

Thus matters rested for a week ortwo, when 
the body of the missing man was found lodged 
against some rocks in the channel of the river, 
twenty miles or more below the point where 
Mercer claimed to have left him, No one 
could account for his death, and it was urged 
by some that, being intoxicated, he had simply 
fallen over the precipitous bank of the stream, 
and that death by drowning had resulted. 
Others, however, insisted thaé a crime had 
been committed, basing their claim mainly 
upon the fact that the remains were partially 
disrobed and had been stripped of everything 
of value. 

Thus mattess went on for two or three 
months, when events of a rather unusual and 
sensational nature transpired. <A party of 

roung men in returning from a corn shelling 
vee came to the brow of the immese hill which 
bounds the town onthe east, where a halt was 
called.

Hineman sat down upon the edge of the lit- 
tle ravine torest, and the remainder of the 
party hurried on to town. They had barely 
got beyond hearing when Hineman was star- 
tled by a slight noise behind him, and on look- 
ing around he was horrified agsceing a tall 


figure, robed from neck to heels in white, 
standing within a few feet of him. The 


frightened man managed to call out, ‘‘Who’s 
there?’’ to which a mufiled voice made an- 
swer thatit was the spirit of John Gamble 
who had-been undated close by. Hineman 
managed toscrew up courage enough to ask 
who committed the crime, when the ‘‘spirit”’ 
replied: ‘Lem .Mercer.” ‘The white-clad 
ficure then stole slowly and softly away, and 
Hiineman lost no time in getting upon his legs 
and hurrying to town. He made his appear- 
ance onthe public square more dead than 
alive, but after a pull or two at the jug man- 
aged to relate to his companions what had oc- 
eurred. ‘The next morning a party visited the 
ravine, and afterathoreugh search of the lo- 
cality, succeeded in discovering some articles 
which were recognized as belonging to the 
murdered man.

Plaintiff shota 
cow and was arrested for it. Defendant be- 
came the surety on his bond to appear at court 
to answer for the offence, and promised plain- 
tiff that he would continue tostand as such 
until the trial of the case, but afterwards de- 
fendant became angry with him, and falsely 
represented to him that he must attend court 
in Atlanta to be tried for that offence. By 
reason of such false representation, plaintitf 
went to Atlanta, whre defendent delivered him 
up to the sheriff of the county, who put him 
in jail, where he remained three or four days. 
If he had had notice of this intended arrest, 
he could have obtained other security; and he 
claimed damages against the defendant. It 
was notalleged that the shooting of the cow 
was no offence, or that the plaintiff did not 
know that it wasa crime, andthat he was 
obliged to obey defendant’s orders: 

Held, that the pleadings must be taken most 
strongly against the pleader; and so construing 
them, this countin the declaration was de- 
murrable. 

2. A second count in the declaration alleged, 
in brief, as follows: While plaintiff remained 
with the sister of defendant, she required him 
to work very hard, making him carry heavy 
cans of milk a distance of some four miles, in 
consequence of which his legs became crooked 
by turning in at the knees. After she deliv- 
ered him into the control of defendant, the 
latter caused him to work ona farm, and his 
legs became still more crooked. Plaintiff ap- 
plied to an eminent surgeon, who promised to 
cure him of the crookedness of his legs, if de- 
fendant would pay for the apparatus necessary 
to straightenthem. He applied to the defend- 
ant for the apparatus, which cost about. $25, 
but the latter refused, and still continued to 
require him to work: 

feld, that in the absence of any allegation 


without compensation, it did not appear how 
defendant was bound to furnish surgical aid in 
having plaintiff’s legs straightened, or how he 
could be held liable for damages for failing to 
do s0; and this count of the gdeclaration was 
demurrable. 

Judgment affirmed.

Some time ago the Shamokin, Pa., Dispatch 

published an account of a lady whoclaimed to 
ave pow-wowed the pain out of her broken 
limb. “Reading that little item,’’ writes a 
subscriber, ‘‘reminds me of.a peculiar case that 
occurred in this county three or four years ago. 
The old Dutch farmers are great believers in 


witchcraft, and not only the Dutch, 
but other residents as well. One

Heis 
the last man who would be taken as a believer 
in witches, but unless he has ch greatly 
within the last three or four years, his a firm 
believer in that superstition. About the time 
I speak of his daughter Emma, a bright, good- 
looking girl, was taken sick with a peculiar 
malady. She would be seized with convulsions, 


during which she barked like a dog, 
made. no like a fighting cat,

A TERRIBLE FIGHT. 


Eight Lions and their Trainer Battling in a 
Cage—One Lion Killed.

Loxpon, October 18.—Early this morning 
there’was a fearful and exciting battle in the 
Jubilee Exhibition at Liverpool. Delmonico, 
themost plucky tamer of beasts, has been 
exciting the nerves of the visitors for a 
long time by trifling in a cage with three big 
forest lions. Five more lions, of a different 
kind, but very big also, arrived from Africa 
yesterday, and were put at once into the big 
cage with the three already at home there. 
They had no training, but Delmonico went in 
among them and thrilled the crowd that filled 
the menagerie by anjunusually sensational per- 
formance, 

When he had done, Mile. Kora, his partner, 
went in with the lions and took a little dog. 
This was repeated four times during the day, 
and the five new lions were too much stunned 
by the huge, noisy crowd about them and the 
repeated visits of the lady, gentleman, and 
dog, to think of anything else. Their astonish- 
ment had not worn off, and they were still 
quiet when left alone for the night by the at- 
tendants at 10 o’clock. 

Shortly after midnight, however, the menag- 
erie was filled with a frightful roaring and 
snarling, and a servant sleeping on the premi- 
ses rushing in to find the big iron cage rocking, 
and the eight lions fighting furiously rolled up 
into a huge dark ball from which the plood- 
stained fur was flying in all directions. The 
huge beasts rolled over and over, dashing mad- 
ly against the sides of the cage, and biting 
pieces out of each with a ferocity that was 
sickening. All the sights organized to gratify 
man’s fondness for fighting would have seemed 
the tamest child’s play in comparison. 

After a while it became evident that there 
were two distinct sides in the battle, and the 
new arrivals were pitted at unfair odds against 
the lions who had been in possession. The 
efforts of the servant to separate them only in- 
creased their fury, and at last he rushed off 
for Delmonico, who was asleep near by in 
Edge lane. The tamer arrived half clad and 
a his lions bleeding fearfully but still 
fighting. 

The battle was narrowing down to a duel be- 

tween two of the biggest lions, which were 
rapidly biting each other to pieces in the mid- 
dle of the cage. Occasionally the battle be- 
came general, and for a few seconds there would 
be a wild jumble of snarling lions with a say- 
age crunching of teeth to tell how the flesh was 
being torn. The appearance of Delmonico with 
a red hot iron produced an effect, and all but 
the two chief combatants stopped fighting and 
crouched sullenly down, licking their bloody 
wounds and snarling encouragement to the 
two leaders. 
On these in their rage hot iron was useless, 
even when applied to raw flesh. The lions re- 
sponded to the burning sensation only by tear- 
ing away at each other more fiercely. 

At last Delmonico, fearing he would lose his 
two greatest actors, took a resolution which 
would probably not have occurred to any other 
man if the existence of the entire animal crea- 
tion had been threatened. He entered the 
cage half clad as he was and shut himself in. 
He next opened a door communicating with a 
second and drove into it like so many sheep 
the six lions that had been looking on. 

Meanwhile the other lions were still fighting, 
although much weaker. Delmonico’s attempts 
to sore them were useless. They paid not 
the slightest attention to him, and aithoug in 
their struggles they dashed against him, they 
were evidently unconscious of his presence. 

Before the tamer could form any plan to 
separate them the fight @énded of itself. The 
big forest lion, who had been defending his 
home against the five strangers, rolled over on 
his back, grow @d faintly, and died asthe other 
siezed him again by throat. One of the front 
legs was gnawed off completely, a hind leg 
was chewed toa pulp, all of the maneand most 
of the neck was bitten away and the body was 
covered with blood, as was the entire cage. 
There was not on the dead lion any unbitten 
whole piece of skin large enough to have made 
aglove. He had mi, for his rights just as 
a as he had been able to work his teeth and 
claws. 

The victor seemed at first inclined 
the tamer and at the lions in the wot soe ban 
cage, but he changed his mind under Delmon- 
ico’s eye, and after a weak but triumphant roar 
over the body of his victim he retired into a 
corner and moaned over his wounds.

Any one who gives attention to the matter 
miist have noticed that there is quite a differ- 
ence in the number of marriage licenses issued 
each day from the recorder’s office, and a little 
more careful observation would show that the 
difference is constant, to use the language of 
the mathematicians; that is, there aro 
certain days of the week on which 
the number is 6xceptionally large, and others 
on which it is decidedly small. As would nat- 
urally be supposed, this difference also extends 
to the days on which the marriage ceremony is 

rformed. Kecorder William A. Hobbs, who 

interested in the matter both from the stand- 
point of fees and that of student, says that 
most licenses,are issued on Wednesday. Since 
the office was established, in June, 1881, this 
feature has been most remarable. On Wednes- 
day, the 5th, forty-six licenses were issued—the 
rreatest number known, except on the 
ednesday immediately preceding fair week, 
SUPERSTITION AND PHILOLOGY. 

Philologists assert that Wednesday was so 
named in honor of the old Scandinavian con- 
queror and god Odin, whom the Saxons con- 
verted into Wuotan or Wotan. But the pop- 
ulace have a on of their own, with 
which Mr, Hobbs has nm acquainted since 
boyhood, and he says that the reason Wednes- 
day is considered a good day to marry upon 
is because the first syllable of its name plainly 
declares “Wed.” And when new laws went 
into force it was naturally considered a good 
day on which tosecure authorization to marry, 
But the recorder adds that it is a rarity to 
issue licenses on Friday. That dayis practic- 
ally tabooed. Since the present chanekie has 
held the office licenses have been issued only 
on three Fridays, and then only two or three 
on each occasion. 


THE MATTER INTESTIGATED. 

Inquiries among the clergy as to the favorite 
day for marriage elicited quite a variety of 
answers and reasons. Among Catholics it 
would seein that Wednesday is the choice for 
matrimonial ventures, but nobody, not even 
Rey. D. 8S. Phelan, could assign any special 
reason for this preference. 

Rey. Dr. A. N. Hollified, of the Grand Ave- 
nue Presbyterian church, was led by his expe- 
rience to believe that Wednesday and Thurs- 
day were most favored, and he gave a unique 
reason for this. ‘‘People,’’ he said, ‘‘do not 
wish to enter upon such an undertaking Jate 
in the week, close on Sunday, and Monday and 
Tuesday are wash days in most families, even 
in those where the ladies themselves do not 
have to put their hands in the soapsuds: so you 
see it resolves itself into a question of practical 
convenience.”’ 

Another Presbyterian divine found that re- 
ligions people preférred Thursday, and the 
reason seemed to be this: Protestant wed- 
dings take place mostly in the evening, and, 
asin the majority of evangelical churches 

rayer-meeting is held on Walseider even- 
Ing, both the service might be detracted from 
and an additional burden imposed on the 
minister, so the,considerate Christians defer 
the ceremony until the following day. 

On the contrary, Rey. George C. Adams, 
Congregationalist, although he had kept no 
record of such matters, inclined to the belief 
that Wednesday night at eight o’clock, just 
when he was getting ready to go to prayer- 
meeting, was decidedly the period that most 
of his people saw fit to enter upon the matri- 
monial state. 

CUSTOM—SECULAR MARRIAGES. 

Rey. Dr. J. E. Godbey, southern Methodist, 
had known pecee to be married on almost 
every day of the week, but he, too, found that 
Wednesday was the favorite, 

‘‘Reason for it?’’ said he, ‘‘I know of none 
other than custom. The four-fifths of people 
—the nine-tenths, you may say—do things be- 
cause others did them before them, and so 
comes,custom, and custom makes that fash- 
ionable for which the original reason is lost.’’ 

German Lutherans and Evangelicals are 
also fayorersof both Wednesday and Thurs- 


ay. 

Justice Patrick Kane, who has quite a fame 
as a marrying magistrate, had most of the calls 
for his services in this line on Thursday. A 
noteworthy fact in his experience was thut he 
had three weddings on Friday in fair week, 
and he had never known of a Friday wedding 
before. Just here it may be remarked thatthe 
ministers of all denominations, and others who 
pay attention to the subject, agree that there 
is a prejudice against Friday as a day of mar- 
riage, while the records show that the prejudice 
extends to the taking out of license 
on that day. A few, when asked why 
this should be, readily replied, ‘I don’t know,” 
but most of them said, ‘‘There is a feeling 
against Friday because itis known as hangs- 
mans day.’’ Other authorities say that the ill- 
repute in which the sixth day of the week is 
held comes from the &@mcient celebrations of 
the crucifixion of Christ. As amatter of fact, 
Friday would seem to be a propitious day, de- 
riving its very name from Freya or Freyga, the 

oddess of love, to whom it was anciently ded- 
icated. Hebrews do not, as a general thing, 
celebrate marriages on Friday, but their -mo- 
tive is a religious not a superstitious one. The 
Sabbath really begins on Friday evening, and 
they hold that itis not proper to commingle 
the joys of the holy day and of marriage. 

Rev. J. B. Brandt was one who held that 
there was opposition to Friday because it was 
“nigger day.’’ A young lady promptly cor- 
rected him, stating that Saturday is known by 
the democratic name. Rev. Irl R. Hicks 
thought that both Thursday and Saturday 
came under the ban, ‘“‘because,’’ said he, 
“these days were recognized under the old re- 
gime as the ones on which Sambo was allowed 
to go and see his Dinah, and so they became 
unfashionable.”’ 

HEBREW PREFERENCES. 


Mention has already been made of the rea- 
son why consistent Israelites will- not marry 
on Frida . The same applies to Sabbath holi- 
days, and when a leading rabbiof this city 
united a Hebrew and a Christian in the bonds 
on Erey Pasach, the eve of the Passover, a 
few years ago, pulpit and press rang with de- 
nunciations of the deed, the like of which had 
never been known in the previous roger’ of 
Judaism. But there are other times when 
custom, founded on historical events, makes 
marriage unlawful amongst Israelites. One is 
from the month Ijar (except the 18th day), 
because during that time a oe agg swept off 
24,000 disciples of Rabbi Akibah. The three 
weeks following the 17th day of Tamuz (July 
or August) are also unpropitious, because of 
the destruction of Jerusalem in those days. 

Hebrews have their favorite day, Tuesday. 
In the first chapter of Genesis, in the descrip- 
tion of the work of each day (except Monday) 
it is noted that God saidthe work was good, 
but he is recorded as making that statement 
twice on Tuesday, so that day is considered 
doubly blessed. 

While Friday is held in abhorrence and bids 
fair to continue sofor ages to come,in olden 
times many another day, and even whole 
months, were avoided by the superstitious as 
unlucky to marry upon. In Ovid’s ‘‘Fasti’’ it 
will be seen that May wasthe month of ill- 
omen, and it continued so down to Christian 
times, Sir John Sinclair’s Statistical Account 
of Scotlahd, published in 1793, quotes the min- 
ister of Logierait, in Perthshire, as saying of 
his parishioners, ‘None chuse to marry in 
January or in May.” The,same worthy gen- 
tleman also stated that none of them would 
dare marry on the day of the week on which 
the Lith of May fell. 

Childermas, or Holy Innocents’ Day—De- 
cember 28—was long considered, and perhaps 
still is, in England as most dangerous for those 
contemplating wedlock. ‘‘No, child,’’ says a 
mother in the Spectator, “if it please God, you 
shall not go into join-hand on Childermas 
Day.”’ 

. PROPITIOUS DAYS. 

An almanac for the year 1559, “by Lewes 
Vaughan, made for the mercydian of Glous- 
tre,”’ gives ‘The tymes of weddinges when it 
begyneth and endeth. January 14, were be- 
gin. January 21, weddinge goth out. pril 
3, wedding be. April 20, wedding goth out. 
May 22, wedding begyn.”’ 

In 1635 Andrew Waterman, mariner, set 
forth an almanac with a list of days on 
the last page ‘‘good to marry, or contract wife 

for then women will be fond and loving) viz: 

anuary 2,4, 11,19 and 23, February 1, 3, 10, 
19, 21. March 3, 5, 12, 20, 23. April 2, 4, 12, 
2 and 22. May 2, 4, 12, 20, 23. June1, 3, 11, 
19,21. July 1, 3, 12,19, 31. August 2, 11, 18, 
20,30, September 1, 9, 16,18, 28. October 1, 
8, 15,517, 27, 20.

His Return to the Stage After His IlIness-- 
An Actor Who Lives in His Art 
and Portrays Nature.

KEENE’S 


Great and glorious Tom Keene will be At- 
tlanta's guest this week. 

No man in the country is better known than Tom 
Keene and that he will have a royal reception on 
Monday and Tuesday nights goes without saying. 

The return of Mr. Thomas W. Keene to. the stage 
after an enforced absence of nearly two years, says 
the Chicago Tribune, is an event which has been 
celebrated with much taneous enthusiasm by 
the general public, He has been received in nearly 
every city of prominence in the United States with 
the same commendatory regard from the press and 
from the ple. He began his dramatic days in 
the old wery. John Brougham was manager 
there at the time, and under h:s direction and en- 
cuouragement Ke “ne ro:@ rapidly. 

His prozress has been Saareeoe | and emphatic. Mr. 
Keene illuminates each character as the author 
would have it done. Above all things, he has sym- 


seeming unrealiiy, Some critics haye complained 
that Keene is too melodramatic in his acting of 
tragedy. That is only another way of saying that 
he is unusually natural, for melodrama is much 
nearer the heart of nature than tragedy, which, in 
its purity, represents a vice or a virtue exaggerated 
past all probability and stilts all conversation with 
@ laborious phraseology such as no living man ever 
indulged in. To force an audienee to live inteasely 
in these idealized creations, as Mr. Keene does, and 
to sympathize with every passion that moves him 
is the acme ot art, Mr. Keene’s gestures and facia 
expressions are stronger interpretations of his mean- 
ing than ave the words he speaks. 

His Hamiletisoneof the te:t on thestage, for 
into this character there has been crowded so 
much that each ordinary actor shows but one phase 
of the emotional Dane's nature, but Keene—now a 
lover, now an avenger, now feigning madness, now 
actually mad with melancholy and genius, now 
tender asa woman ‘and now fierce as an assassin, 
now speculative and now active, ranging passion- 
ately the whole gamut of human emotion, feeling 
the temptations of youth, sensuality and prince- 
hood, yet gazing with brave eyes into the mysteries 
of the grave, now satirical and now inexpressibly 
earnest—is all that Shakspeare meant him to be. 
The spontaneity which characterizes Mr, Keene's 
acting is peculiarly his own in his manner of de- 
monstration, Itis erroneous to say that an impul- 
sive actor has methods, forsuch a one reliesto a 
large extent upon inspiration, yet the result of that 


inspiration will show itself similarly 
upon each occasion, owing to the 
personality of the actor. But these methods 


differ trom the studied, posing elocution of the actor 
who measures each silence and counts his step each 
time in crossing the stage. The precision of the lat- 
ter actor insures a reliability in his powers. * After 
he has obtained a good result, his mathematical art 
may make it certain for him to obtain that result 
every time, and the illusions which he strives to 
produce may be nearly perfect. But his excellence, 
compared with the naturalness of the impulsive 
actor, is what the music of the orchestrion is tothe 
orchestra, or the copy to the picture. One isthe 
artful reproduction of the original emotion produc et 
by the reading of thelines. The other, like a spring 
of water, is ever new and fresh, thouvh its outward 
seeming may be the same. The stucied actor will 
compose a laborious and, perchance, an artistic 
scheme which the intellect will admire. The actors 
of Keene’s school will flash a mirror before the eyes 
in which nature will be duplicated and which the 
heart will cherish. Keene is astudent and an inde- 
fatigable one, but in the man there lies that sympa- 
thy which is the soul of art, and which saves his 
lines from any hint of hackneyed repetition and 
makes them seem like a spoutaneous utterance. 

The vanity that blinded Glouster to his atrocities 
Keene shows forth clearly, too. He makes him mad 
with his own sense of power, of intellect, wit, diplo- 
macy and statesmanship. The scorn of all men 
which has grownin him makes his contempt for 
human life and his unbeliefin human happiness 
sincere. Keene plays fromthe standpoint of the 
character, and in doing so savesit from that mean- 


| ingless villainy, and makes it understandable. 


The same rule applies toall that the tragedian 
does. There is no need to enumerate each part of 
his extensive repertory. He invests each with bis 
peculiar qualities, though he is versatile in his act- 
ing and bold in h's originality. Mr. Keene’s face is 
a fortunate one. Tne exceeding nobility which it 
possesses makes it easier for the actor to give variety 
to his roles. Naturally it is poetical in expres- 
sion, and emotional, though never with- 
out a lurking Lintof humor. Into this fine face

farce, that the brigand is a bold rover who 
/will snatch his prey at all hazards and against 
yany odds. And yet at least three-fourths of 
‘the Turkish empire is as safe as Hampstead 
"hearth ; throughout the huge centra) plateau of 
Asia Minor any crime except tobacco smug- 
giing is almost unknown. Last year only, 
when the ragged Greek army was demobilized 
wt the instance of the powers, brigands were 

id to exist near Angora. Here and there a 
AM ircassian or a Kurd steals a horse or two and 
‘gives the zaptiehs temporary employment, but 
such a thing as organized brigandage is as un- 
known as in the Scotch mountains, and this is 
true even in the great trade routes—such as 
that from Koniato Afioun Kara-Hissar, where 
the wild recesses of the Sultan Dagh would 
afford cover enough for any number of enter- 
prising marauders. A more peaceful and law- 
abiding peasantry does not exist than the 
ordinary villagers of Asia Minor, and the 
‘traveller of any nation may wander as he 
‘pleases among their valleys and plains, and be 
vas sure of lis horse, his arms and his money, as 
anywhere in Europe.

impossible to guard this fence, and thousan 
made their way into the grounds without er 
ing. The foree of gate keepers, while 
thoroughly honest and capable business 
men, Was new attaking tickets, and in the 
enormous rush they failed to get thousands of 
tickets. There are so many gates open on the 
ground and at such distance from each other 
tha’ thousands made their way in under one 
excuse or another, the gate keepers preferring 
to lose the price of admission rather than to 
make a direct issue. The main cause of 
trouble, however, was that the grounds were 
not finished. More than. a thousand 
laborers were at work during the first 
few days. Under this contingency 
large numbers of men who were not la rs 
were admitted. It was so n to hasten 


they must not delay a laborer or any oné who 
élaimed to be a laborer. On Monday the le 
keepers were not assigned to duty until 10 
o'clock although the gates were opened at 6 
o'clock.

receiyed unbroken praise. 
WHAT THE CROWDS REALLY WERE. 

The $18,000 taken in on Tuesday would 
represent at least 45,000 tickets, a very large 
number being children’s tickets at twenty-five 
cents each. To this should be added the two 
thousand tickets held by exhibitors and em- 
ployes and as may more who held compliment- 
ary tickets. This would make 50,000 people rep- 
resented by tickets or legitimate admission. 
There were certainly 10,000 people in the 
grounds that day above this estimate. The 
$70,000 which represents the total gate re- 
ceipts would aecount for 160,000, estimating 
children’s tickets at half price. To this should 
be added at least 25,000 people rep- 
resenting exhbibitors and employes who held 
two thousand coupon passes to goin each of the 
twelve days and 10,000jfor workmen, employes 
and other admissions of which there is no rec- 
ord, as over, or under or through the fence, or 
tlirough the gates without paying. This would 
carry the crowd up to 220,000 people. It>must 
be stated that at least 50,000 people wers left, 
at the stations along the yarious roads who 
were trying to get to Atlanta on Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday, but who could not 
do so. Very few trains were able to 
stop. a stations within fifty miles 
of the city, as they were packed at stations 
beyond. Ifthere had been accommodations 
at least 50,000 more strangers would have 
come.

THE CLOSING RACES. 
A Good Programme and Fair Time at the Ex- 
position Yesterday. 
The closing racos at the exposition yesterday 
proved very interesting, and were witnessed 
by a fair grand-stand audience, many ladies be- 
ing among the number. 
The track, particularly on the outside, was 
in fine condition, the sun having worked won- 
ders in drying it, and the drag was used to 
good purpose in smoothing itat the pole. It 
was heavy and slow, however, and the time 
was still slow, though much of an improve- 
ment over that made yesterday. 

The hurdle race proved very interesting, at-_ 
tracting numerous betters, and as the favorite 
was a loser, refusing to take the third jump, 
considerable money changed hands. In addi- 
tion to this, the winner, Jacqueminot, broke 
his right foreleg, and will never start again. 
Jacqueminot showed good form as a hurdle- 
racer, and the accident was regretted by every 
one who saw him in yesterday’s race, and par- 
ticularly those who picked up considerable 
wealth on his easy victory. 

The eyents yesterday were all running 
races, successfully closing this portion of the 
exposition’s attractions, which* would have 
been far more exciting had it not been for the 
rainy weather of the first days of the week, 
and the slowness of the track. " 

The First Kace, 

First on the programme was the half-mile 
dash for two-year-olds, for a $100 purse, with a 
weight handicap of five pounds against the 
winner of former events. There were two 
starters, Dolly C. and Drift, the latter selling 
as a favorite in the pools, the odds, however, 
being small.

As soon as 
they were heard the exhibitors in the yarious 
buildings began taking down their goods and 
preparing to remove their displays. By five 
o’clock there was considerable activity, and 
hundreds of workmen were engaged in takin 
down the beautiful piles. The fact that many o 
the exhibitors were anxious to pack up their 
goods and get them off to Macon ; and that 
ethers were desirous of bringing into town 
their valuables, so ag not to leave them out at 
the grounds over Sunday. This explained the 
haste to take down the exhibits. By night- 
fall the appearance of the interior of the main 
building had undergone a striking change. 
The transformation was quick. Beautiful and 
symmetrical piles, and tastefully assorted col- 
lections of articles had been strewn about in 
‘‘admired disorder.”” The fair was practically 
broken up, and all was animation and bustle. 
It was precisely 6 o’clock when the exposition 
was formally closed. 

The great fair was ended. 

The volume was closed, and success was

A Remarkable Steve Exhibit. 


The unique little house, erected in the 
northern seetion of the main building, which 
was devoted to displaying the Charter Oak 
stoves, was visited by thousands during the 
two weeks of the exposition. It excited a 
great deal of attention. The luilding was 
constructed in a most ingenious and tasty man- 
ner. It wasinthe shape of a double cross. 
On its summit was mounted a stove which 
could be seen for a long distance in all 
directions. The interior of the little house was 
very atiractively furnished.

Great Destruction Of Property In 
St. Louis. 


LARGE MANUFACTORIES BURNED OUT 


The Worst Fire of the Year, In St. Louis— 
The Losses and Insurance— 
Flames Elsewhere. 


Str. Lovis, October 22.—The most destruc- 
tive fire that has ocourred in this city, in more 
than a year, broke out at six o'clock tonightin 
Woolman,Todd & Co’s wholesale boot and shoe 
establishment, 413 Washington avenue. It 
soon communicated to Jonathan Martin & 
Co.’s wholesale clothing house, the next door 
on eastand in thesame building, and then 
sweeping swiftly threugh both stores ignited 
the rear part of the large five-story warerooms 
of the Scarrett Furniture company, Nos. 609, 
611 and 613 Fourth street, which was filled 
from celJar to garret with furniture. Here the 
fire raged with great fury and in the course of 
an hour the entire building was gutted and 
all its contents destroyed. South of 
Scarret building, No. 607, was the Mitchell 
furniture company, the fourth and fifth stories 
of which were entirely ruined, and the lower 
fioors flooded with water. North of the Scar- 
ret building, Nos. 615 and 617, were occupied 
by Leonard Ross, extensive furrier. These 
stores were also completely gutted, and their 
contents either wholly destroyed or damaged 
beyond repair. Adjoining the Woolman, Todd 
company, on Washington avenue, was Ko- 
erner’s saloon and restaurant. This was 
crushed by a falling wall, and afterwards 
burned. 

On the corner of Fourth street and Wash- 
ington avenue, within an angle made by the 
stores of John Martin & Co. and the Scarrett 
Furniture company, stands the retail dry g 
store of William F. Crowe & Co., which es- 
caped the fire, but part of its west wall was 
broken in by the falling of the east wall of 
Martin & Co.’s building, and the goods were 
damaged by waterand smoke to the amount of 
about $10,000, which is covered by insurance. 
The second and third floors over Koerner’s sa- 
loon were occupied by A. Weiss & Co., manu- 
facturers of underwear and cloaks. Their loss 
is $40,000; insurance $10,000. 

Other losses, as near as they can be ascer- 
tained, tonight are: Scarrett Furniture com- 
pany loss $125,000; insurance $75,000. Wool- 
man Todd company loss $100,000; insurance 
$75,000. Woolmen Todd company loss $100,- 
000; insurance $50,000. John Martin & Com- 
pany loss $75,000 to $100,000; insurance $50,- 
000. Leonard Koss loss on stock, fixtures, etc. 
$75,000; nearly covered by insurance. Ross 
also had a large amount of furs of a)l descrip- 
tions belonging to ladies, which he had kept 
through the summer on storage, and which 
were insured for about $80,000, 
The value of them is not known. They are, 
without doubt, entirely destroyed. 
Mitchell furniture company, loss $15,000, in- 
surance $12,000. Koerner’s loss $12,000, in- 
surance $6,000. The total loss will fall a little 
short of half a million. . 

About seven o’clock tonight the Paulry jail 
building and manufacturing company’s works 
on DeKalb street, between Barton and Tru- 
deau streets, took fire and were destroyed ; loss 
$30,000 on stock, $10,000 on buildings; insured 
$30,000 to $40,000.

| A RAGING FIRE. 


The. 


4 Man Confined in a Bale of Cotton—A Case 
_ That Puzzles the Physicians. 

New Yor«, October 22.—On the last day of 
last August the great cotton warehouse of 
John 8, Richards, in this city, was burned, 
and thousands of bales of cotton were des- 
troyed. more have been lying 
around the vicinity of the fire, and all summer 
workmen have been busy tearing them open, 
stamping out possible smouldering embers, and 
sorting the good from the bad. 

A number of workmen were hard at work 
this morning, when suddenly one of them gave 
a yell, and pointed in horror to along, gaunt 
something rising feebly out of an open bale. 
The apparition staggered to its feet, and feebly 
asked forwater. It fell backward unconscious. 

The wretched being was frightful to behold. 
His eyes, unnaturally large, glared like those 
of a wild beast. His skin was yellow, and 
drawn over his stiff cheek-bones like parch- 
ment. The shrunken lips fell back from great 
yellow teeth. A long beard, white with the 
cotton in it, gave him a patriarchal air that 
changed feelings of horror to that of pity. 
Some water was given him, and he was lifted 
out of his resting place. Strong restoratives 
were applied, and he was finally brought 
around. His first act was to snatch a crust of 
bread, which one of the workmen had thrown 
away after dinner. He ate it ravenously. He 
was taken to the Roosevelt hospital, where he 
was fed back into hfe, and then cleaned and 
washed back to humanity. 

The poor wretch told a horrible story. Dur- 
ing the big strike he had quit work, and then 
when the strike broke he had failed to get 
work. He wandered around, sleeping in area- 
waysorthe docks, and wherever he could 
find a night’s shelter. One day while walking 
along Charlton street, past the railroad’s 
warchouse he noticed a hole in the wall of 
the building big enough for him to crawl 
through. So that became his lodging. He had 
beer sleeping in his den on the night of the 
fire. Finding an open hole he crawled into it 
and found it cosy, though a trifle warm for sum- 
mer. During the night the fire broke out. His 
first impulse was to dart out through the hole, 
but he feared that he might be caught coming 
out and accused of setting fire to the building. 
While he was debating the floor above him 
came down with a clash, and he was buried 
under an avalanche of cotton. He says that 
aftera day or two he remembered nothing 
more save the feeling of water trickling 
through the cotton on him. He could re- 
member that fora week of his horrible im- 
prisonment, but after that he knew nothing 
until this ‘morning, when one of the men 
struck him with a pickax while digging in 
the cotton. He gave his name as John Reese. 
The man ‘fs so faint and exhausted by his 
two months’ imprisonment that he will hardly 
live. As it is, the doctors, supposing the story 
to be true, are at a loss to understand how he 
should survive at all, though it has been sug- 
— that the oil in the cotton kept him

Two Men. 


BLALOCK AND M’CANTS AT WAR. 


How the Difficulty Arovse, And Its Fatal 
Result—A Graphic Story of 
the Affair. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., October 22.—[Special.}— 
A tragedy took place at Hoschton, Jackson 
county, a station on the Gainesville, Jefferson 
and Southern railroad, about 8a. m.,in front 
of Hosch Bros.’s store, the parties engaged in 
the affair being William B. McCants, a mer- 
chant of Hoschton, and Joe Blalock, Palmour 
& Smith’s bookkeeper, of Gainesville. Your 

ent, after some inquiries as to the 
cause of the difficulty, was put in possession of 
the following facts: 
THE CAUSE STATED. 

Mr. Blalock owns a farm in Jackson county, 
about one mile from Hoschton, which he rent- 
ed to a man by the name of Kilgore for the 
year 1887, and furnished him rations to enable 
him to make his crop. Kilgore refused to pay 
for the advancement, and Blalock sued and 
obtained a judgment. Some cotton belonging 
to Kilgore was levied upon, and he filed an 
illegality to the execution. Being justice court 
day, Mr. Blalock, with his counsel, ex-Judge 
J. B. Estes and Mr. W. F. Findlay, went 
down on the early train to Hoschton, arrivin 
there about 8 o'clock. Judge Estes had too 
breakfast before leaving home, but Blalock 
and Findlay left without eating, Blalock tak- 
ing a lunch with him. On their arrival at 
Hoschton, Blalock and Findlay repaired to the 
store of Hosch Bros., where they lunched 
during witich time Mr. W. B. McCants walk 
into the store, and passing by Blalock and 
Findlay, halted a few steps beyond them, and 
was engaged in looking at something when 
a Blalock advanced to where he stood and 
said: 

THE CHALLENGE TO FIGHT. 

‘Bill, I understand that you said that I was 
no better than a d—d rogue. Did yousay it?” 

Mr. McCants made some reply to the querry, 
which was not satisfactory, and, turning 
around, walked toward the front door. When 
about thirty or forty feet from Blalock, he 
stopped, faced about and walked up directly in 
front of Blalock, and said: 

** Joe, you are armed, and I am not.’’ 

Blalock, pulling out two Smith & Wesson 
double-acting revolvers, one thirty-eight and 
one thirty-two calibre, said: 

“That shall not be in the way. Here are 
two pistols. Take your choice, and we will 
shoot it out.’’ 

McCants made no reply, butsoon disappeared 
out of the front door. Blalock put the two 
revolvers away and returned to his lunch. 
about five minutes McCants came to the front 
door of the store, armed with a double-barreled 


shotgun, an asked Mr, Russ 
Hosch, one of the proprietors, if Joe Blalock 
was in the store, and added that he intended to 


shoot him on the spot. Mr. Hosch hurried to 
where Blalock and Findley stood, and told 
Blalock that McCants was at the front door, 
armed with a double-barreled gun, and was 


going 
TO SHOOT HIM DOWN. 

Blalock at once stepped to the front door, but 
was detained by Hosch, who took his arm and 
insisted upen him not going farther, but 
Blalock urged Mr. Hosch to let him loose, and 
when. Hosch released his arm, Blalock stepped 
to the front door and down to the ground, and 
holding his hands up said: 

“If you are coward enough to shoot me 
with a double-barreled shot gun, when you 
know that I have none, and when you refused 
to fightme with pistols, go ahead.”’ 

McCants was about ten paces from Blalock 
at this time, and he stepped a few steps to the 
rear, his gun still in the position of ready. 
About this time Mr. Haynes, a section boss on 
the railroad, and Jim Beard ran up and took 
hold of the gun, Haynes being in front of Mc- 
Cants and between him and Blaleck. Mc- 
Cants had his left hand on the gun, while™ 
Haynes held it with his right, the barrels ele- 
vated. McCants drew a rovolver and fired at 
Blalock by reaching around Mr. Haynes, but 
the ball failed to hit its mark, and again from 
his safe position he reached around Mr. 
Haynes and let drive another leaden messen- 

er at Blalock, who stood fully exposed to bual- 

ets and with empty hands. McCants still con- 
tinued to throw his bullets, and Blalock whip- 
ping out his No. 38 began to swap balls with

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The Exposition and Its Results. 
The exposition is over. It was without 


exception the largest and most successful 


-@xposition ever given and completed in 104 
days. 

Its only drawback was the inability of 
those interested to comprehend its magni- 
tude. A hundred days before it was opened 
the directors actually debated whether they 
would spend $12,000 or $15,000 on build- 
ings and improvements. They closed their 
work after having spent over $100,000 on 
buildings and improvements. Even this 
was insufficient. Enough exhibitors clam- 
ered for admission to have filled three times 
as much space as the buildings afforded. 

This failure tocomprehend the magnitude 
of the exposition was almost universal. Mr. 
J. R. Wylie was perhaps more closely con- 
nected with it than any other man, spend- 
ing most of his time at the ground, and yet 
when the exposition opened he had more 
cattle tied to trees and hid under bushes 
than he had in the cattle house which he 
thought would be more than sufficient, and 
had to rule out the local herds almost en 
tirely. Thirty days before opening day, the 
directors were canvassing for exhibits to fill 
the two large buildings. A week before it 
opened they could have filled two additional 
buildings. 

The railroads could never be brought to 
comprehend what the exposition would be 
There were fifty thousand people who 
‘wanted to come to Atlanta that the railroads 
could not bring, so inadequate was the 
equipment. On one occasion the Georgia 
road train was filled in Augusta and did not 
stop at a station. On every road people 
were left at the stations in droves. General 
E. B. Thomas, manager of the Richmond 
and Danville road, prophesied a week before 
the exposition that his road would not 
transfer enough people from Atlanta to the 
grounds to pay the expenses of fitting up, 
which were about $4,000. He could never 
be brought to change that opinion until he 
had taken in over $20,000 in cash. 

This exposition will teach us for the next 
one. It proves beyond doubt that Atlanta 
can be made the great exposition city of the 
south, and that by wise management, com- 
prehensive plans and energy we can estab- 
lish here an annual exposition and fair that 

_willrank with the great show at St. Louis 
and be surpassed by no other in America. 
To do this we must build broadly and lay 
the foundations deep. We must do asthe 
exposition directors have done. We must 
put out the money without stint and trust 
to the people to pay it back. 

Beyond this the exposition will teach 

* many lessons of profit and usefulness which 
the south will not be slow to turn to her 
advantage.

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Is This Prohibition ? 
From the Macon Telegraph. 

Oar Atlanta dispatches yesterday contained 
this item: 

ATLANTA, October 17.—Mounted Officer Pittman, 
of the _ force, while on duty near the exposition 
grounds last night, met a negro with a bottle of 
whisky. Wishing to ascertain where the negro got 
it from, he called t@the negro to halt. Instead of 
doing so, the negro took to his heels. Pittman fired 
two shots at him, neither of which hit him. In 
running the negro dropped his bottle and broke it. 
The fluid, Pittman says, was corn whisky. He 
wanted to arrest the negro with the hope of making 
a prohibition case against the party the negro got it 

om. 

Last Sunday we said we were determined not to 
be surprised at anything the Atlanta police might 
do, but this occurrence almost overcomes our reso- 
lution. We never heard of anything like it in this 
country. 

A mounted policeman fires two shots at a man 
who is accused ofno crime. If the negro had been 
caught selling whisky from his bottle’he would 
have been guilty of only a misdemeamor, and the 
policeman would not have had the slightest justifi- 
cation for shooting at him. But all that was wanted 
of the negro was to serve as @ witness against the 
man who sold the whisky. He may have bought it 
a hundred miles from Atlanta and theggpre had a 
perfect right to it. 

If the policeman had killed or wounded the negro 
he would haye been guilty of a very grave offence. 
As it was he committed a much more serious viola- 
tion of the law than any possible infraction of the 
prohibition statute. 

There is nothing in the local option law which 
gives an officer the right to search a man or to shoot 
at him in the hope of obtaining evidence against a 
blind tiger. No city can give such a right toits po- 
licemen. 

The attempt to enforce the prohibition law by such 
methods will not be tolerated in any community. 
If this is the legitimate result of prohibition, then 
prohibition is doomed.

orgé Francis Train, who is now out here 
onja crazy tiipto resoue the anarchisis, used twen- 
ty years ago to go through here repeatedly at the 
head of jolly companies of millionaires. In the '60s 
the Union Pacific began the railroad junketing bust- 
ness, These were the heydays of the Credit Mo- 
bilier. In 1866, '67, "66 and '69, excursions were reg- 
ularly gotten up of the rich men of Boston, Phila- 
delphia and New York, and sent over the finished 
portion of the Union Pacific. George 
Francis Train headed all of them He 
was one of the best entertainers of 
the day; could tell good stories, sing well, play on 
the organ and piano, and improvised verses on the 
spurofthe moment for any occasion. The Pull- 
mans, who were interested in the construction com- 
pany, built an organ in one of their cas, always 
sent it down to New York when Train was going to 
bring out one ofthe Union Pacific junketing par- 
ties. He'd sit at that organ and sing hisown im- 
provisations by the hour. No trips ever devised 
either by Villard over the St. Paul or by Jim Hill 
ove: the Manitoba ever equalled in magnificence 
the huge junkets that the Credit Mobilier crowd 
used to put under Train’s charge in ’67 and '68 over 
the Union Pacifie. 

Mrs. Train was then a beautiful woman, Her 
maiden name was Dayis, and Mr. Durant, who was 
building the Union Pacific, took a great deal of in- 
terestin her, She had money of her own. It was 
through her influence that her husband got into the 
good graces of the Credit Mobilier crowd. Durant 
allowed him to form the Credit Foncier, the com- 
pany that got the inside on the Omaha lard deal. 
Whatever money Train ever had was made out of 
this scheme, which was an incident of the hugher 
Credit Mobilier, Kinsley always catered for the ex- 
cursions which Train took out. The final one was 
in 1869, when the last spike was driven. It was the 
grandest of the lot. Kinsley tells how Train came 
to build the Cozzens house at Omaha. The Hern- 
adn up to 1868 was the crack hotel 
there. A party’ taking dinner there 
in the winter saw that one of the window panes was 
broken, George Francis, calling up one of the dar- 
kies, told himifhe’d back up against that broken 
window and keep the draught off he'd give him fifty 
cents, The darky promptly accepted the offer, and 
was stopping up the hole with his own person when 
the proprietor called him off. Train expostulated, 
but to no effect, Then he swore that he’d build a 
hotel that wouid break the Herndon. . The Cozcens 
house was immediately started, and did get the 
cream of the trade for several years. 

Since Mrs, Train left her husband he has not been 
in as easy circumstances. Of late years he has look- 
ed quite shabby, although he is supposed to have 
some money left. The stories of his wealth haye, 
however, always been exaggerated, 


Northern Men in the South.

The notices of the sudden death of Judge 
Ellet, after haying made the speech of welcome at 
the Cleveland reception in Memphis, recall a very 
singular fact. Itis that many of those who have 
been regarded es the most typical southerners were 
men of norihern birth, Ellet was a northern man 
of great ability, and even in his youth a man re- 
marked among such intellectual giants as Prentiss 
and Quitman, also men of northern birth. 

Curious anecdotes are told of Prentiss. A native 
of New @ngland he migrated to the west carly in 
life. Cominz down the Ohio riverhe determined 
to locate at Cincinnati, but was so disgusted at the 
amount of apples given him for 25 cents that he re- 
turnel to the boat and went down the river to 
Vicksburg. Prentiss was a great hand to spree. 
During one of these drinking bouts in New Orleans 
he threw eleveh empty champagne bottles, 
one after another, through a hole made 
in the wall for a_ stove pipe. He then 
told his negro boy who was_ attending 
upon him to get upon the table and set the punch 
bowl on his head, andifhe failedto knock it off 
with an empty bottle he would deed him his free- 
dom. The negro boy declided upon the ground that 
he was afraid Frentiss might miss the bow! and 
strike his head—the very thmg that would haye set 
him free. This was always a favorite anecdote with 
Prentiss: illustrating to his mind that the negro was 
hardly capable of freedom. 

In Arkansas Albert Pike andC. W. Adams were 
northern men, but were considered typical south- 
erners. The Goldthwaite family, originally from 
New England, but settling in South Carolina, has 
furnished the bench and bar of Alabama and Texas 
with some of its ablest and most typical men. Dan- 
iel Webster once remarked that he dil not see why 
southern men disliked kim, as he had all their 
vices. The Goldthwaite family were very Webster- 
ian in this regard. . Slidell, who, as senator from 
Louisiana, at the Charleston convention was so ac- 
tive in laying predicates for the dissolution of the 
union, and who was afterwards noted as one ofthe 
commissioners to England, was a northern man. 

Austin, the first colonist of Texas, was a northern 
man, The brilliant and polished minister of the 
young republic to the court of St’ James, Dr. C. Ash- 
bel Smith, was a New Enzlander. He was a won- 
derfully erudite man and a person of singular cour- 
age. During the administration of Governor Rob- 
erts, when the cash balance and the pay-as-you-go 
pelicy of the executive were the cynosures, Dr, 
Smith was a memberof the senate, One day while 
he was writing at his Cesk he was disturbed by the 
apparition of a big black spider, which considera- 
bly startled him, until he discoyered that it was 
being dangled by a waggish member sitting 
by his side, who at once got up and fied down the 
aisle. Dr. Smith pursued him, and after planting 
seyeral vigorous kicksin his rear, returned, and 
with the grace and poise that always characterized 
him, said: “I beg pardon, Mr. President; I was but 
exemplyfying the policy of pay as you go.” 

Going south from Denison on the Central railway, 
the name of the towns all along to Houston will be 
found to be generally those borne by distinguished 
citizens of Texas, torn in the north, but domiciled 
in the sonth long prior to the war, And everywhere 
in the south itis apparent that there is no more 
typical southern man than the acclimated New

A Proposition to Pay All the Debts, and to 
Enter Upon the Work of Finish- 
ing the Road At Once. 

Macon, Ga. October 22.—{Special.]—Today 
the receivership of the Covington and Macon 
railroad was tendered to Mr. E. ©. Machen 
unanimously by the Georgia creditors. Mr. 
Machen has taken the matter into considera- 
tion, with the understanding that unless it 
offers short cut to the final settlement of all 
matters of difference between all parties, that 
it will be declined. 

Colonel Machen’s proposition, through Hon. 
N. E. Harris, is to pay the entire indebtedness 
of the Covington and Macon road in full in 
cash, whether included in the receiver's bill or 
not. Besides this they propose to pay the in- 
debtedness of Post & Ingersoll, which is about 
$200,000,in this wise : twenty-five per cent cash, 
twenty-five per cent in thirty days, twenty- 
five per cent in sixty days, twenty-five per 
cent.in ninety days, which will clear up the 
full indebtedness of the road and all the con- 
tractors it has. Itis understood thata great 
many claims have heen bought in since the 
receiver was appointed that are entirely invalid 
and unjust. It was with a view to investigat- 
ing these claims that the time is taken on the 
deferred payments.

signed tickets and therefore are 
good for any one to return.

STATE INEBRIATE ASYLUM, 
Views of the Projector of the Move- 
| ment, 


Hon. P. G. Veazey, the representative from 
Taliaferro Gounty, intioduced a resolution in 
the houce of representatives to appoint a com- 
mission to consider the utility and feasibility 
of establishing in this state an asylum for 
inebriates, which was adopted. 

Meeting Mr. Veazey, arepresentative of THE 
CONSTITUTION asked him as to the purposes 
and plans of the commission. Mr. Veazey ex- 
plained that believing that there was need of 
such an institution he offered the resolution in 
order that the qnestion might be fully discussed, 
and some plan adopted to care for and cure 
those addicted to alcoholic stimulants and 
opiates. In many cases the drink habitis a 
disease and requires careful treatment to se- 
cure a cure. “In framing the commission,” re- 
marked Mr. Veazey, ‘‘I endeavored to sélect 
men of scientific attainments and liberal and 
progressive views. Dr. Joseph P. Logan, of 
Atlanta, is regarded as a profound thinker, 
Dr. Eugene Foster, of Augusta, is a physician 
of rare learning and ability. Dr. T. O. Powell, 
of Milledgeville, superintendent of the lunatic 
asylum, is cohceded to be the ablest and best 
superintendent in this country, and his en- 
larged experience will materially aid the com- 
mission. Dr. J. T. De Jarnette, of Putnam, is 
an experienced physician, a rudent legislator, 
and a man of culture. Dr. Seth N. Jordan, of 
Columbus, is a young physician of eminence 
and skill. Walter B. Hill is one of the ablest 
members of the Macon bar. Rev. J. G. Gibson, 
of Oglethorpe county, is a tist divine, 
known as the Spurgeon of Georgia.
